DEVELOPMENTS in the livestock 
trade during the first half of the 
initial month of the New Year failed 
to give cither cattle feeders or hog 
producers any indication of what may 
be im store for them, price-wise, dur 
mg forthcoming weeks. Hog raisers, 
after selling a big share of last spring's 
pig crop at the lowest levels since the 
outset of World War IL, found the 
price structure during early January 
moving up slightly from the winter's 
low spot, but they still expressed dis 
appointment when the market failed 
to stage the rally which was expected 
around the turn of the year 
Meanwhile, the cattle feeders wer 
forced to settle for a steer market 
which lacked stability and reacted 
quickly to the least change in the 
supply and demand. After being in 
the doldrums during the recent holi 
day period when it was forced to take 
a back seat while various forms of 
poultry and other traditional holiday 
meats took their annual turn m the 
spotlight at most dinner tables, beef 
demand perked up noticeably in both 
the dressed and live markets. How 
ever, the dressed beef markets were 


unable to withstand the higher whole 


sale prices which came with the in- 


creased activity and the action soon 
subsided. ‘The new gains were quickly 
wiped out after a few days’ duration 
and caused a reaction in the live 
market. 

About the only livestock producer 
to find some telltale signs during the 
carly days of 1956 regarding future 
trends was the lamb producer. He was 
given some reason to become optimis 
tic during the New Year after the 
market for fat lambs 
almost steadily. 

Additional optimism was taken on 
by the lamb feeders around the mid 
dle of January with two announce 
ments by the Department of Agricul 
ture. ‘The first informed the nation 
that there were eight percent fewer 
lambs on feed on January | of this 
year compared with a year earlier. The 
estimated number was placed at 
4,100,000 head or a_ reduction. of 
345,000 head from a year ago. The 
biggest decreases were found in the 
Com Belt where numbers were esti 
mated at 2,115,000 head, which was 
13 percent smaller than a year earlier.

In another announcement, the de 
partment gave details of a new meth 
od of making payments for lambs 
marketed with the wool on under the 
wool incentive program effective at 
the beginning of the marketing year 
April I. 

Under the new method each pro 
ducer who sells unshorn lambs will be 
eligible for a payment, provided he 
has owned them for at least 30 days, 
Payments to each producer will be 
made on the weight or weight increase 
of the animals that occurs during his 
ownership. ‘This is in contrast to the 
method for the current program of 
making payments only on animals 
marketed for slaughter 

The original owner of the lambs, 
under the new method, will be eligi 
ble for a payment based on the full 
live weight of the animals at the time 
he sells them. Each subsequent own 
er will be eligible for a payment only 
on that portion of the weight pro 
duced during his ownership. 


While lamb producers were given 
an opportunity to become more opti 
mistic during 1956 by these announce 
ments by the Department of Agricul 
ture, hog raisers also had their hopes 
raised somewhat during the final days 
of 1955 by the department when they 
attempted to correct an earlier blun 
der of placing the 1955 hog crop al 
most six million head too high.

sonal price fluctuations and season 
when greatest gains are ‘made can pro- 
vide helpful leads for production man- 
agement, One of the causes of ups 
and downs in prices producers get for 
livestock is a seasonal variability that 
occurs at about the same time each 
year. 

The fact that animal production is 
greater some seasons than others cre- 
ates general seasonal trends in prices. 
Generally, most cattle and sheep are 
born in the spring and sold in the fall. 
Usually prices are lowest in the fall, 
when marketing is heaviest, and are 
highest in the spring. Heavy pig far 
rowing occurs during two seasons, and 
hog sales and prices have two peaks 
and two low points each year. The 
highest price comes in late summer, 
the next high point is in winter. 

However, there are many individual 
seasonal patterns for different grades 
and classes within these general trends. 
Price spread is greatest for various 


kinds of cattle. Grassers stockers 


ing occurs in late spring, summer and 
carly fall; animals go to market off 
grass in the fall, and feeding is done 
in the fall, winter and early spring. 

Seasonal variations are repeated 
throughout the year as to the volume 
of meat animals butchered and in re- 
tailing meat to buyers. The bulge in 
meat supply is generally greatest in 
fall and winter, and smallest slaughter 
is in spring and summer. Amount re- 
ceived for both livestock and meat 
parallel seasonal highs and lows, react- 
ing to seasonal fluctuations in quan 
tity and to some seasonal variations 
in demand. 

Charts Helpful 

Many livestock growers have found 
that the accompanying USDA charts 
serve as workable indicators of prob- 
able trends, and this is particularly 
true when altered to match current 
situations. The question is how to use 
this seasonal experience information 
in planning livestock operations?

Hog marketings are largest in De 
cember and January, and smallest in 
July. Prices received for each class and 
weight trend in the same general di 
rection, but the differences are great 
cnough to influence the grower’s deci 
sion as to the weight at which to mar 
ket.

The grower has a greater opportu 
nity for planning a successful livestock 
operation if he understands the sea 
sonal pattern that marks the produc 
tion and marketing of most kinds and 


some of their animals for the winter 
or spring market. Some that used to 
breed for a spring calf drop have al 
tered their breeding program, and 
calves are now dropped in the fall and 
sold in the late spring when prices us 
ually are better prior to heavy runs 
of late summer and carly fall.

Bargains Possible 

Sharp-eyed growers sometimes pick 
up bargains during some temporary 
price drop and make an expected prof- 
it. Feeder buyers usually buy replace- 
ments during fall glut, and many of 
them failed to cash in on an unusual 
opportunity to buy cattle in June of 
1953, when widespread drouth forced 
many producers to dump large num- 
bers of grass cattle on the markets. 
Some that bought their feeders then 
made far better than usual profits. 
However, it is difficult to know when 
low prices are gilt-edged bargains. 

Those that bought feeder steers on 
a falling market in 1952 did not get 
large feeding profits because that deep 
drop was part of the general trend in 
a long-time price cycle. 

Sheepmen Change Marketing 

Pattern 

Sheepmen are one group who have 
changed the pattern of marketing ani 
mals during the last 20 years. Price 
advantage has long been in favor of 
those who marketed early lambs. The 
trend toward early marketings has in 
creased until benefits from the prac- 
tice are no longer as great as formerly. 
However, the benefits from early mar 
keting are still favorable for those who 
are well situated to market early. 

The charts for hogs show that sea 
sonal variations im prices change d 
little for different weight groups. 
Price improvements and decreases us 
ually start earlier on lightweights. 
Therefore, a grower will benefit if, 
unless extra cost is too great, his pigs 
are ready to sell on a high market. 
While it is important to know when 
to sell, it is also desirable to know the 
weight that brings the best price. 
Sometimes it’s best to sell early and 
light, while in other periods net re- 
turns will be more if hogs are held 
longer and sold at heavier weight. It 
is better to sell light on a declining 
market and heavy on a rising market. 

Whether to shift operations to take 
advantage of seasonally high prices de- 


pends upon net returns to be had from 
such a change. To hold grass cattle 
beyond the fall shipping period raises 
feed costs which sometimes exceeds 
the extra income from late winter or 
spring sales. In areas with cold winter 
climate, increased feed and labor ex- 
penses associated with fall and winter 
calving may be more than extra in- 
come the earlier calves will bring. 
Winter farrowing of pigs for early 
summer markets means greater ex- 
penses for warm shelter and artificial 
heat. Before a grower decides to shift 
his operations to take advantage of 
seasonal trends he should be certain 
such a change will be profitable. 

Charts Can Be Used to Advantage 

The accompanying USDA charts 
on seasonality of livestock marketings 
and price trends have an obvious value 
as aids in planning conservation, live 
stock production and marketing pro 
grams. They are of even more value 
when used jointly with local informa 
tion that shows the season when ani 
mals make their greatest gains and 
losses in growth and weight. 

This is particularly true of cattle 
and sheep marketed off grass. Since 
more of these kinds are sold off grass 
than from feed lots, the information 
has mayor significance in the livestock 
trade. On both ranges and tame pas 
tures the rate of animal gains is close 
ly associated with the amount and 
quality of protein in grasses and |e 
gumes that animals eat. Animals make 
their greatest growth and gains then 

As forage matures, protein content 
decreases, animal gains drop off, and 
is forage quality declines after matur 
itv and finally deteriorates with weath 
cring, livestock often lose weight. An 
other thing, mature forage loses pala 
tability, less is eaten, and with less to 
eat gains are slowed down or stopped 
Livestock do not graze as much in hot 
weather of summer, also insects pes 
ter them more at this period when 
forage quality is declining. These fac 
tors reduce gains.

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ber, a fact not gencrally appreciated 
by growers. This statement, of course, 
does not hold to the same degree for 
animals grazing tame pastures where 
succulent forage is continuous as a re- 
sult of irrigation. 

A review of grazing experiments 
shows that greatest gains arc made in 
the spring and early summer; also 
most of the pasture gains are made by 
July to August and usually there are 
cither insignificant gains m Septem- 
ber and sometimes loss of weight oc- 
curs. This was found to be true at ex- 
periment stations at Angleton, Sonora 
and Bushland, ‘Texas; Woodward and 
Guthrie, Oklahoma; Brigsdale, Colo 
rado; Archer, Wyoming; Cottonwood, 
South Dakota; Mandan, North Dako- 
ta; Miles City, Montana, and Many 
berries, Canada. 

In the southern United States where 
conditions of warm winters simulate 
spring-growing weather farther north, 
green pastures often turns winters in- 
to a growing and fattening period for 
livestock. The fact that most of the 
annual rainfall of the ‘Texas ‘Trans- 
Pecso, southern parts of New Mexico 
and Arizona provides succulent green 
growth in July and August, allows an- 
imals to gain for a later period in 
summer than those in the Great 
Plains. However, on the annual ranges 
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of Southern California where winter 
rainfall prevails, animals usually begin 
gaining in the winter and cease gain- 
ing in June when winter annuals have 
matured. 

Many livestock growers now take 
advantage of facts about seasonality 
of prices and seasonality of gains and 
sell grassers in the late spring and ear- 
ly summer when prices usually are 
best. This sale date usually coincides 
with the time when drv animals have 
made maximum gains. Also, more 
and more operators have planned for 
carlicr calving and lambing so they 
can sell earlier when price advantages 
are better. 

Growers who have shifted to earlier 
producing and marketing programs 
like the practice for reasons other than 
price advantage. ‘“Why hold grassers,” 
thev sav, ‘after they've reached their 
gaining peak in mid-summer?” To do 
$0 not only carries them into a period 
of market glut but extra grass required 
to feed them is wasted on the grassers 
and could have been saved for the 
breeding herd to winter on. 

Marketing young off their mothers

TEXAS SHEEP AND GOAT RAISERS’ ASSOCIATION 
ADOPTED AT FORTIETH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


FORT WORTH, TEXAS, 


ARTICLE | 
WAME AND LOCATION 
The name of this Association shall be The 
Texas Sheep and Goat Raisers’ Association, inc 
The headquarters of this Association shall be 
located in San Angelo, Texas 


ARTICLE Ii 


OBjJECT 

SECTION | The purpose for which this 
domestic livestock Association is formed is to 
foster, support, protect and promote the best 
interests of the sheep, and/or ranch goat in 
dustry in the State of Texas and of the United 
States of America and to promote harmony of 
feeling and concert of action among the people 
interested in the sheep and goat busines: 


ARTICLE 


AUTHORITY: 
The supreme authority over the affairs of 
this Association shall rest in the mernbership 


MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION 1. Active: Any reputable person 
institution, firm or corporation engaged direct 
ly in the production of sheep and/or goats 
shall be entitled to active membership in the 
Association upon satisfying the requirements 
hereinafter mentioned together with such 
other requirements as may be outlined from 
time to time by the Board of Directors 


SECTION 2. Associate: Any reputable per 
son, imstitution, firm of corporation, not en 
gaged in the production of sheep and/or 
goats, shall be entitled to associate member 
ship in the Association upon their satisfying 
the hereinafter mentioned and such other re 
quirements as may be adopted from time to 
time by the Board of Directors. Associate mem 
bers cannot be officers or members of the 
Board of Directors of serve in any executive 
capacity at any time 


SECTION 3. Honorary: Honorary membership 
may be conferred upon any person perform 
ing signal and distinguished services in behalf 
of the ssociation, of industry; such honorary 
membership, however, is only to be conferred 
by @ majority vote of the Association at its 
annual meeting, and then only when the name 
or names, of such honorary membership shall 
have been submitted to such meeting of the 
Association on a two-thirds vote of the Board 
of Directors thereof 

SECTION 4. Voting: Active members only 
are entitied to vote upon any matters or ques 
tions pertaining to the Association, its busi 
ness or the election of its officers Each active 
member is entitled to one vote. All votes must 
be cast in person 


SECTION 5. Associate Members Rights: As 
sociate members shall have all the rights of 
membership except the privilege to cast a

d. Associate Members; Stockyard Companies, 
Feed Manufacturing Cornpanies, Cotton Oil 
Companies, Livestock Auction Sales Compan- 
ies, Livestock Commission Companies, Steam- 
ship Companies, Railroad Companies, Co-op- 
erative Associations: Dues shall be $25.00 per 
year 

e Associate Members; Other Individuals 
and Businesses: $10.00 per year 

Associate Members; Wool and Mohair

ARTICLE V 
MEMBERS’ MEETINGS: 


SECTION 1. Annual Convention: There shall

ARTICLE VI 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS: 


SECTION 1. The affairs of this Association 
shall be managed by a Board of Directors 

SECTION 2. Eligibility: Only bonafide active 
members in good standing shall be eligible to 
serve as directors 

SECTION 3. Term: The term of office of 
Directors shall be from one annual convention 
through the next annual convention 


SECTION 4. Elections: The Directors shall be 
elected at the annual meeting as follows 

The State shall be divided into ten (10) 
districts, the boundaries of which shall be 
determined by the Board of Directors. Each 
district shall be entitied to elect one director 
for each one hundred (100) members, or 
major fraction thereof, in the Association and 
one director for each five hundred dollars 
($500.00), or major fraction thereof, in dues 
paid into the Association before the end of 
the preceding fiscal year 


if there is a district with less than one

Members will vote in one district only and

The number of directors to be elected shall

The President, Vice-President and all past 
Presidents shall be members of the Board of

This section of these By-Laws shall become 
effective with the fiscal year beginning Nov- 
ember |, 1956 


SECTION 5. Meetings: 

a. The Board of Directors shall hold regu- 
lar quarterly meetings at such places 
and at such times as designated by 
the Board of Directors 

Special meetings of the Board of 
Directors shall be called at any time 
by the Executive Secretary upon the 
request of the President or twenty-five 
(25) or more of the Directors. Any 
and all kinds of business may be trans 
acted at special meetings. Each call for 
4 special meeting shall be in writing 
signed by the person or persons 
making it, addressed to the Executive 
Secretary, and stating the time and 
place of such meetings 

b. The minutes of all meetings shall be 
signed by the President and Executive 
Secretary and printed in the first issue 
of the official publication following 
the meeting and if no corrections are 
made or offered within thirty (30) 
days shall be considered as having 
been read and approved 


SECTION 6. Notice: Ten (!0) days’ notice 
of each regular or special meeting of Directors 
shall be given by mail or seven days’ notice 
by wire to each Director, provided that no 
irregularity or failure of notice for a regular 
meeting shall invalidate any action § taken 
thereat 


SECTION 7. Vacancy: Vacancies occurring 
on the Board of Directors may be filled by the 
President. The person appointed must be from 
the district in which the vacancy exists 


SECTION 8. Duties and Powers: The Board 
of Directors is charged with the operation and 
running of the Association and shall have 
entire control, management and direction of 
all its business and affairs except during the 
time when a members’ meeting is in session 
It shall fix the compensation, if any, of all 
officers and employees. It may employ such 
persons in such capacities as it deems best. It 
may delegate such authority as it sees fit to 
the President, Executive Secretary or other 
officers or employees of the Association. It 
shall approve a budget for the ensuing fiscal 
year. It shall see that a proper accounting 
system is installed and kept and properly 
audited not less than once each year by a 
competent firm of auditors. It shall do or 
cause to be done any and all things that are 
or may become necessary to be done in the 
proper transaction of the business of this 
Association. It shall prescribe all matters of 
policy not inconsistent with policies set out at 
a membership meeting. It shall make all nec 
essary rules and regulations, not inconsistent 
with law or these By-Laws, for the manage 
ment of its business and the guidance of its 
officers, employees and agents. It shall adopt 
its own order of business 


SECTION 9%. Attendance: Any member of 
the Board of Directors shall be removed from 
the Board after he has missed three (3) con 
secutive meetings, unless within thirty (30) 
days after receipt of a registered letter from 
the President calling his attention to this 
provision, he indicates he will attend future 
meetings. !f dropped from the Board he will 
not be eligible for re-election for a period of 
one year 


SECTION 10. Qurum: One-third of the 
Directors, present in person, at any Directors 
meeting shall constitute a quorum 


SECTION 11. A registration fee of $2.00 
shall be collected from each director attending 
meetings of the Board of Directors, exclusive 
of the directors meeting held at the time of 
the annual convention. These funds will be 
used to defray meeting expenses incurred by 
the host city. All funds collected over and 
above that amount will be paid into the 
Association treasury

OFFICERS: 
SECTION 1. Number: The officers of this

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Association shali consist of a President, a first 
Vice-President and a second Vice-President 
who shall be elected at the annual convention 
and an Executive Secretary, a Treasurer, and 
such Assistant Secretaries and Assistant 
Treasurers as may be necessary, who shall be 
appointed by the President with the advice and 
consent of the Board of Directors. The office 
of Executive Secretary and Treasurer may be 
held by one person 


SECTION 2. Term: The term of office of

SHEEP AND lamb prices strengthen 
ed but goat prices weakened in Texas 
during the first month of 1956, re 
ported the Agricultural Marketing 
Service. 

Rising prices for sheep and lambs 
reflected a higher market for dressed 
lamb at eastern wholesale centers 


The price upturn came in the face 
of much larger marketings. Receipts 
at San Antonio and Ft. Worth during 
Jan. 1-20 totaled 37,000 head 
This was 80 per cent larger than the 
same 20 days in December but 15 
per cent smaller than last January. Ft. 
Worth, with some 32,000 head, count 
ed almost twice as many sheep and 
lambs as the month before. San An 
tonio’s 4900-head run was about 20 


per cent larger than a month earlier

Lambs comprised fully 85 per cent: 


of the total supply at Ft. Worth, with 
shorn slaughter offerings predominat 
ing. Slaughter ewes and yearlings made 
up the balance, with ewes more plen 
tiful than yearlings.

Grazing is ruled out in the Admin 
istration-proposed Acreage Reserve. 
Under the longer-term Conservation 
Reserve grazing of converted acres 
also would be prohibited, but, in the 
President’s words, “for a specified pr 
nod,” How long that might be the 
President did not say. 

The Conservation Reserve would 
mvolve not only taking additional 
acres Out of crops, but putting them 
to conservation use. Payments would 
be through the present ACP conserva 
tion payments program for which the 
President asks $350 million in addi 
tion to the present $250 million. ‘The 
$600 million total could be invested 
in the present calendar year “if the 
Congress acts in time,” said Mr. Fi 
senhower 

Goal is to bring into the Conserva 
tion Reserve in the next three years 
some 25 million acres, or about 6% 
of land in cultivation 

Farmers would be asked “to con 
tract voluntarily” to shift into forage, 
trees and water storage acres that are 
now cultivated. Any farmer would be 
chigible. The government would pay, 
said the President, “a fair share of the 
costs of establishing the conversation 
use, up to a specified per acre maxi 
mum that will vary by regions... . I 
recommend that the government pro 
vide certain annual payment tor al 
peniod of years related to the length 
of time needed to establish the new 
use of the land 

Acres put into the Conservation 
Reserve would be in addition to am 


federal tax on gasoline used on the 
farm; domestic sale of CCC stocks 
at lower prices than the 105% of 
parity, plus carryover charges, now 
required; extension for two years of 
the School Milk Program with the 
annual appropriation increased from 
$50 million to $75 milhon. 

‘To reduce stocks of corn, make pos 
sible a “higher level of price support,” 
and reduce supplies of hogs and fed 
cattle, the Administration wants 
“broad and effective participation by 
com producers in an acreage allot 
ment program’ that would be adapt 
ed to the Acreage Reserve plan of 
production control. Because most of 
the crop is fed on the farm, said the 
President, corn marketing quotas “are 
not feasible.” Barring such an ap 
proach on corn, the Administration 
would like Congress to climinate al 
lotments and put price supports on 
a “discretionary basis comparable with 
other feed grains.” 

In the President's farm message 
there was a promise that docs not de 
pend on the will of Congress. ‘“Vhe 
pork purchase program now in prog 
ress,’ the President said, ‘will shortly 
be stepped up to supply new and ex 
panded outlets now being developed.” 


Mr. Benson says it is impossible 
to give “hard and fast” estimates of 
how much the Administration Soil 
Bank will improve prices and incomes, 
But, he savs, “our economists esti 
mate that prices would not be per 
haps 10 per cent higher than they 
are if we did not have sul 
pluses. And they calculate that last 
vear's farm income could have been 
about 20 per cent higher 

Ihe Acreage Reserve, the Secre 
tarv thinks, “will remove the crush 
ing burden of surpluses that is our 
most senous farm problem.”

from Washington on the price-spread 
issue. USDA has been getting out 
a series of margin reports, with fund 
voted by Congress last year, that will 
provide campaign fodder for many 
lawmakers from agricultural areas 

A recent USDA market study 
points out that profits of many proc 
essors, distributors and retailers have 
increased “substantially.” The report 
goes on to point out that most of the 
profit increase is due to “increased 
volume of food sales.” But whatever 
the reasons for higher profits the 
“middleman” is probably due for a 
tough time until after next fall’s elec 
tion. 

Increasing price spread is due main 
ly to rising middleman costs, such as 
labor, tarnsportation, packaging, and 
the like. These costs have gone up 
53% in the past 10 years. Inevitably, 
the farmer's share of the consumer 
food dollar has come down —from the 
all-time high of 53c in 1945 to 41c 
last year. This year the farmer's share 
is expected to be 40c or 39c. Lowest 
farm share of record is 32c, in 1932 
and 1933. 


“Pork and beef stand out as com 
modities for which marketing charges 
have continued to rise while too 
abundant production drove down the 
farmer's price,” says USDA. “Con- 
sumer costs for pork and beef have 
declined less than the drop in farm 
prices.”

has owned them for 30 days or more 
Payments to each producer will be 
made on the weight or weight in 
crease of the animals that occurs dur 
ing his ownership. ‘This ts in contrast 
to the method for the current program 
of making payments only on animals 
marketed for slaughter. 

The original producer of lambs, 
under the new method, will be eh 
gible for a payment based on the full 
liveweight of the animals at the time 
he sells them. Each subsequent owner 
will be eligible for a payment only on 
that portion of the weight produced 
during his ownership. In the case of 
lambs purchased before April 1, 1956, 
and marketed later, payment will be 
made on the full weight at the time 
of sale. This is designed to protect 
feeders and others who buy the ani 
mals before April 1 on the basis of 
this year’s program. 

Ownership of 30 days or more will 
continue to be an cligibility require 
ment. The method of determining 
lamb payments will not be changed. 
Ihe rate will be based on the incen 
tive payment for shorn wool convert 
ed to a flat rate per hundred pounds 
of liveweight of animals marketed. An 
additional requirement for the com 
ing marketing year provides that pay 
ments will be made only on unshorn 
lambs 


Under the new method, each ap 
plicant will be required to make an 
accounting of the number of head and 
pounds of animals purchased and sold, 
and his payment will be made on the 
pounds gained while he owned them. 
Payments to producers who buy un- 
shorn lambs and later shear them will 
be subject to a downward adjustment 
in any shorn wool incentive payment 
they apply for. The downward adjust 
ment will be the amount of the lamb 
payment that the previous owner was 
chgible to receive. 

USDA officials stated that the new 
method, which has been discussed 
with wool growers, lamb feeders, and 
others in the industry, will carry out 
the intent of the National Wool Act 
of 1954 bv encouraging the normal

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What's the Matter with the 


Drouth Relief Feed Program? 
FDITORIAL 


KEPORTS FROM) throughout the 
Southwest indicate that all is not 
rosy in the government's drouth relief 
feed program, Not only are many of 
the ranchinen and stock farmers con 
fused-—some are scared and will have 
nothing more to do with the program 
Others are quite concerned because 
they have been asked to pay back to 
the government that which ther 
thought thy were receiving under the 
rele program 

Many of the feed dealers have been 
under considerable pressure by gov 
crmment investigators and according 
to ther reports some of them ar 
plenty tough and plenty rough.” One 
or two feed dealers are known to be 
dropping out of the drouth relief feed 
picture and it is rumored that many 
are to have their permits to sell drouth 
rehef feed cancelled im the immediate 
future because of vaned and sundry 
deviations from printed instructions 


Much of the confusion existing in 
the industry at this time can be re 


olved by a centralization or focusing 
of the problems into one place wher 
they can be studied and acted upon 
It is doubtful whether the Federal or 
tate government will continue to 
push investigations which are ‘uipos 
ing undue hardship upon either the 
feed dealer or the ranch people. The 
current situation, however, empliasizes 
that too little cooperative action 
too little focusing of attention upon 
the problems confronting the dealers 
and grower 

Here is an outline, not too def 
mite nor comprehensive but worth 
studying, of the situation at present 

In the late summer or early fall of 
1954 the drouth emergency feed pro 
gram was established under which 
the Commodity Credit Corporation 
through feed channels, made available 
to farmers and ranchmen feed from 
the Commodity Credit surplus stock 
at a discount of $1 per hundred 
pounds. ‘The discount being handled 


through the P.ELA. and AS.C. of

fices with purchase orders and deal 
ers’ certificates. The instruction that 
the feed dealers received from the 
A.S.C. offices was very vague with the 
general idea being that the program 
was to be handled liberally in order 
that the farmer or ranchman might 
secure the utmost benefit from the 
program No definite instruction was 
given to the feed dealer and cach one 
was apparently left to interpret the 
instructions he received from the 
A.S.C. office in his own manner 
Vhis program went on for about a 
year and about that time the auditors 
began to appear and thoroughly check 
the records of the feed dealers, the 
apparent purpose being to enforce 
trictly certain rules that they had per- 
taming to the application of the pro 
gram. It seems from reports that have 
come m from areas where they have 
been working that it is their purpose 
to disallow all the credits that they 
possibly can find a technicality to 
disallow. ‘The procedure seems to be 
to charge back to the dealer any 
thing that they can find any tech- 
nical error in and he in turn charges 
it back to the farmer or ranchman. 
Obviously, the dealer did not receive 
the credit and is therefore hardly in 
position to take the loss. On the 
other hand, the farmer or ranchman 
who did receive the credit is im many 
cases financially unable to take the 
loss. The local A.S.C. offices were 
themselves so poorly informed as to 
the interpretation which the auditors 
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would place upon the program that 
the information they gave to the 
dealers and the farmers and ranch 
men was often misleading and led 
to more confusion. For instance, one 
A.S.C. office was of the opinion that 
all purchase orders had been extend 
ed indefinitely and were valid until 
such time as they were specificall 
cancelled out, presumably by auditors 
Many dealers and ranchmen contin 
ued to use the orders in good faith at 
a time when, according to the audi 
tors, they were no longer valid and 
many of these transactions are appa! 
ently being cancelled out and the 
credits disallowed 

It would seem that in view of the 
confusion that resulted from the 
manner in which the program was set 
up and the poor and often inaccurate 
instructions that came from the 
A.S.C. offices that the only fair way 
to correct the errors that had been 
made would be for someone to take 
retroactive action that would allow 
the credits which were disallowed b« 
cause of technicalities and due to the 
ignorance of those who were partici 
pating im the program 

Now we have a drouth relief feed 
program. 

We also have auditors and investi 
gators. 

Apparently we need some investiga 
tors to investigate the investigators 

The condition of this program to 
day is not satisfactory. 


Sheep Breeders Elect Mrs. Wilson

meeting of the Purebred Sheep 
Breeders Association of ‘Texas, meet 
ing in North Fort Worth the night 
of February |.

TEASER RAMS 
VASECTOMIZED or “teaser” rams 
are coming into popular use in Aus 
tralia (J. Agric. South Australia, May, 
1955). They are placed in the flock 
for a two-weck period and then re 
placed with fertile rams 
the vasectomized rams stimulates ac 
tive heat periods in the ewe flock and 
this in turn is reflected in a 
uniform lamb crop 

A few breeders in West ‘Texas have 
used vasectomized rams in their hand

breeding programs. Such a ram turn 
ed into a pen with a small select band 
of ewes each morning will quickly 
identify those ewes that are in heat, 
and they can then be placed with a 
fertile ram for breeding. This practice 
conserves the energy of valuable studs 
An alternate means of identifying the 
use of ewes in heat is a marking 
harness on the vasectomized ram, put 
ting him with the ewes at might. Each 
morming, then, the marked ewes can 
be removed for breeding. 

Vasectomy is a_ relatively simple 
operation which should be accom 
plished with sterile instruments and 
a local anesthetic. Vasectomized rams 
are normal in appearance and func 
tion, but are infertile.

SETS RECORD 
SIG JERNIGAN, one of the co 


owners of the Mills County Commis 
sion Company at Goldthwaite, was at 
the Mills County show im January and 
gave some interesting figures on the 
number of sheep gomg out of ‘Texas 
in 1955 from his ring. He said that 
they shipped through the auction 
company, 7,152 head of sheep to 
‘Tennessee and Kentucky; something 
over 5,000 pairs of ewes and lambs 
went from the territory to Alabama 
and Georgia; over 5,000 head of 
sheep went into Oklahoma and 3,000 
into Kansas and Missouri. ‘Threc 
double decks of ewes and lambs went 
to Illinois — something around 350 
pairs. Approximately 700 pairs went 
to Louisiana to one buver and there 
were numerous numbers of small 
shipments into Arkansas. In addition, 
3,500, at least, went mto Arizona 
and New Mexico and a few odd ship 
ments went into Colorado. 

Mr. Jermgan pointed out that the

“Texas Agricultural Progress,” pub 
lished by the ‘Texas Agricultural Ex 
tension Service, College Station, re 
ports in the January-February issue: 
“Most of the wool produced in ‘Texas 
is sold on an ungraded or ‘original’ 
bag basis at an average price which 
pays relatively more for low grades 
and less for high grades than they 
would bring if sold on a graded basis. 
With comparable characteristics, ‘Tex 
as wool sells for approximately 10 per 
cent less in the domestic market than 
foreign wool, mainly because of being 
ungraded and poorly prepared.” Also, 
“Comparative prices of graded and 
ungraded wool for 1948, 1952, and 
1953 show that the grower who sold 
on a graded basis received 25 to 50 
cents more per fleece for 
than the grower who 
ungraded basis. his is an increase of 
$30,000 to $60,000 per million 
pounds of wool,”

Los Poblanos Ranch, Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, recently sold 17 register 
cd Rambouillet rams to the Jicarilla 
Apache ‘Tribe at Dulce, New Mexico. 
Rufus Stroud, manager of the ranch, 
writes that according to Walter Na 
tions of the Indian Service, the Jic 
ariila Indians have bred from a fine 
wool sheep im 1950 through a cross 
and back to fine wool, mostly Ram 
boullet.

Now they are trying to get fineness 
and length. he Jicarilla Indians have 
about 20,000 individually owned 
sheep, and a tribal herd of about 500 
of their best ewes, which is used to 
produce rams for the individual grow 
They mate their better rams with 
the 500 tribal ewes, and the others go 
to the individual flocks. ‘They get tech
